— ard E. Jones, of the National

In most case it will be found that in each item the 


welding method has the weightiest arguments in its favor 
The actual strength of any individual welded joint can 


be definitely determined, of course, only by actual test 


But if good welding practice are adhered to and each 
weld carefully made, joints can be welded that are even 
tronger than the pipe itself This has been proved re- 
peatedly by both field and laboratory tests And as to 
the strength of a welded joint in comparison with a 
crewed joint welding involves the addition of metal 
whereas threading involves removal Common sense dic 
tates the answer! 

The ime is true in relation to tightness Those fea 


tures which permit leaks to develop and make them pos- 


ible with all other types of joints do not exist in welded 


construction Once a welded joint is properly executed 
the possibility of leaks is reduced to a minimum. Its 
permanent tightness is undoubtedly one of the outstanding 


advantages of welded piping in buildings, as the expense, 
inconvenience and damage caused by leaky piping in this 
field is on the whole greater than in other piping fields. 

Modern building construction includes such a large 
quantity of piping that weight also has become an impor 
tant factor It is involved mostly, of course, in connection 
with fittings, and any cast fitting weighs greatly in excess 
of one fabricated by welding The latter contains less 
metal and such parts of cast fittings as flanges and bells

Take the four welded connections, Fig. 1, or even 
ingle T, Fig. 3 Each of these was fabricated on e 
job The chance of error was eliminated and accurate 
fittings obtained at a very small fraction of the cost of 
cast fittings which would have been required to obtain 
the same results. 

Appearance may not always be considered of great 
portance, but wherever it is, there can be little quest 
but what a pipe line with a surface unbroken by fittir 
or bulges is the more pleasing in appearance. Especially 
is this true where the piping runs through a finished 
section of a building. 

The several welded joints and connections shown in 


y » 


Fig. 2 are typical examples of piping fabrication which is 


accomplished on the job, often after the main line or 


fitting is in place. On a high pressure steam line, a 
practical steamfitter can readily conceive how difficult it 
would be to obtain many a layout with standard fittings. 
The same results could, of course, be obtained with a 
special casting, but such would probably cost more than 
rearranging the whole layout. Besides, to install fittings 
would require more time and expense than to do the 
welding. 

The scope of the cutting and welding process from the 
viewpoint of the average piping contractor is one of its 
most valuable assets. If an operator can reach the point 
on a line to do the necessary cutting and have room to 
execute a weld, there is hardly an emergency that can 
arise that cannot be successfully handled.

f NUMBER of instances on one installation illustrate 
A this. For example: after putting in the main steam 
supply header on top of the battery of boilers, the end of 
one of the special bends leading from it did not center at 
the fitting. Instead of sending the bend back to the shop 
to be changed, the fitting was cut off, another opening 
was cut in the header, and the bend welded to it. The 
opening left where the fitting was cut off was closed by 
welding. This quick work kept the building heated so 
work could continue on the inside during a cold spell 
After installing one line it was desirable to connect six

HERE’S been a thought turning over in my mind 
for some time and this seems to be as good an occa- 


casion as any to share it with you. There has been 
a tendency to talk a lot about the fact that the average 
master plumber and heating contractor has had more tech- 
nical than business training, It’s true, of course, that 
while a man is serving his apprenticeship and journey- 
manship, he is occupied with learning the technical side 
of the business. He has to prepare himself during those 
years in order to rate as a first-class mechanic, He doesn’t 
have much contact with the office side of the business, 
excepting to come in and get his job tickets. He has no 
need to think about bookkeeping, selling, management, 
and so on. 
But we don’t want to discount that technical training as 
i help in selling. We don’t want to spread the idea that 
the process of selling plumbing and heating is something 
completely separated from installing it. Let me take an 
extreme example to make my meaning clear. If you were 
selling aeroplanes, you’d want to know all about them. 
You’d want to know how to fly a plane, you’d want to 
know all about wing construction, motor power-—every- 
thing, in fact, about the plane you were selling. And in 
selling that plane you'd talk about wing construction, 
motor power, and all the technical angles because they 
have a vital relationship to safety in flying. 
In that case, it’s clear, isn’t it, that your technical knowl-

So, let’s not think that the technical training which the 
average plumbing and heating contractor has had is use 
less when it comes to selling It should be considered a 
big advantage. Why, to the average person, there’s just 
about as much mystery concerning a plumbing or heating 
What, for instance, 
does this or that prospect of yours know about venting?

CAPITALIZE TECHNICAL KNOWLEDGE 

HAT YOU know about the products you handle——the 
pre which you have been learning ever since you 
first handled the tools—-these are things about which you 
can talk convincingly, and they ought not to be left out 
of account in any selling program or training, One of the 
first maxims of selling is: ‘“‘Know your product.” The 
plumbing and heating contractor knows his product in a 
way that few salesmen have an opportunity to know theirs 
whatever their line. Selling isn’t some mysterious process 
of persuading a man to buy a piece of blue sky. There is 
that kind of salesmanship, of course, but the less a man 
knows about it the better. Selling is simply transferring 
your enthusiasm for your product and your service to the

committee, President Longley toid that master plumbers 
need to assimilate more information on the technical and 
commercial progress of their business, so that they would 
be better qualified to handle their own work. This ques 
tion of standardization is extremely important and Presi- 
dent Longley does not favor,

President Longley feels that 
when simplified, as too detailed codes are difficult to learn 
and follow as well as hard to change when modifications 
become necessary. He told of the success of the Florida

In discussing legislative problems, Mr. Longley pointed 
out the advantage of separating different lines of business 
into their proper channels. He felt that in the relation- 
ship between the general and the 
plumbers, much of the trouble was the fault of the master 
plumbers. In view of the fact that the buying power of 
the industry is centralized in the master plumbers, he 
felt the opportunity for them to exert a greater influence 
on the progress of the industry was one of which advan-

even though this required the expenditure of more money, 
the cost would be amply repaid in assisting to retain for 
the plumbing and heating contractor the business to 
which he is entitled, by checking the encroachment of 
other industries into the plumbing and heating field. Too 
many master plumbers, in his opinion, try to cheapen 
rather than to improve the quality of the work they 
handle, a fact which calls attention to the necessity for 
the contractors becoming better salesmen. 

In discussing codes, Mr. Bergner said that small cities 
should have as good codes as larger ones. Success in 
obtaining satisfactory codes can generally be secured by 
convincing other business men of the necessity for satis- 
factory codes in their cities. Mr. Bergner feels that strict 
inspection of plumbing and heating installations is to the 
advantage of the responsible contractor, as any one who 


purposely cheapens a job has no place in the great plumb- 
ing and heating industry. He called attention to the 
necessity for greater care in checking estimates as the 
first step in working toward profits rather than losses. 

Morris Levy, president of the Dallas association, talked 
to the members on the question of promoting harmony 
and interest in associations. 


He urged closer attention 





to the business of a convention as the one me f 
obtaining full value from attendance at a conventior Mr 
Levy urged the master plumbers to be honest with Mm 
selves and efficient in their own conduct of business fore 
insisting upon the other branches of the industry m-. ting 
such a standard. The problems of the industry tod in 
his opinion, are not the fault of any lack of activi by 


local, state or national associations, but can be traced 
back directly to the individuals themselves. 

In discussing the expense of employing a field secretary, 
Mr. Levy stated that each individual loses each year a 
sum more than sufficient to carry the expense of such a 
secretary. Master plumbers in his opinion must demand 
respect from the public and from other business men 
which they are now slowly winning. He urged the master 
plumbers to begin at home with their investigation of 
business problems and practices, and stated that in his 
experience he has always found the wholesalers willing 
and anxious to assist in the helpful development of the 
plumbing and heating business. 

T. L. Benning, of Benning & Benning, Dallas, talked on 
proper estimating and the proper application of overhead 
Mr. Benning’s talk was the inspiration for a number of 
questions which reflected the deep interest of the Texas 
contractors in the question of overhead and estimating 
expense. Mr. Benning has found in his business that a 
fixed overhead, established every twelve months, was not 
suitable, although most contractors he felt followed this 
practice. Some revise their overhead calculation every 
three or six months, but in his own experience he has 
found it necessary to check his overhead expense monthly 
The only two items which are not included in his overhead 
expense are materials and direct labor. Through his prac- 
tice of figuring overhead expense each month, he has 
found a fluctuation from month to month during the 
course of the year of as high as 10 per cent. 

Mr. Benning stated that in his judgment the use of 
improved business principles and practices by the master 
plumbers would correct 90 per cent of the problems now 
facing the industry. He urged that the state convention 
be held exclusively for the master plumbers, which would 
mean the elimination of exhibits and entertainment rooms 
by wholesalers and manufacturers. This suggestion was 
cordially applauded by the delegates, although no formal 
action was taken. 

A more complete report of the other addresses and 
discussions at the Texas meeting will be published in these 
columns next week.

Mechanical Oil Burners 


and Heating Boilers 


By CLINT E. BEERY 


ANY articles of length appear from time to time 
Vi on the subject of oil burning and various ramifi- 
- cations of the question. 

Che following discussion will deal only with the funda- 
mental essentials, grouping them and weighing their in- 
fluence toward a desirable or ideal result 

To set up a problem describing the most nearly perfect 
oil burner in connection with a heating system for indus 
trial, semi-industrial or domestic use, I would divide the 
problem into two major parts, the first being mechanical 
design and construction, the second applying to the fur 
nace of a boiler. 


MECHANICAL DESIGN 

ECHANICAL design and application should aim to 
M operate on a two stage principle. The mechanical 
part of such a burner should be designed to attain carbu 
ration by breaking up the oil fine enough to produce a 
good flame propagation stage, with considerably less than 
the total air volume required for complete combustion, 
leaving the full air requirement to be completed through a 
secondary air supply. 


APPLICATION 

N APPLYING to a furnace, refractory materials should 
| be used to entirely protect the flame propagation stage, 
and should be designed to admit secondary air in such a 
way that the air can unite with the flame in a manner 
which will result in complete combustion, and efficient 
furnace temperature. Fuel oil is largely of carbon con- 
tent, also possesses a high percentage of hydrogen, and as 
the hydrogen has a greater affinity for oxygen than has 
the carbon in the fuel, great care should be taken that the 
oxygen be supplied at exactly the right place, and the time 
element necessary for ignition and combustion must be 
taken into account and provided for. 

The whole operation should be kept low enough in the 
furnace to practically complete combustion while under 
the protection of the refractory walls, to promote combus- 
tion efficiency, and reserve as much as possible the primary 
firebox heating surface, as the firebox heating surface has 
the greatest evaporation value. 

In firebox type boilers the firebox heating surface equals 
approximately 25 per cent, plus 25 per cent of the first 
tube surface equals about 50 per cent of the total heating 
surface of the boiler and supplies approximately 85 per 
cent of the total evaporation. 


FLEXIBILITY IN OPERATION 
PERATING range is very essential in heating work. 
() Using coal as a fuel an operating range of 20 per 
cent to 200 per cent of load can be attained with reason 
able satisfaction and with no element of concern or serious 
efficiency loss. 

To get a corresponding range with oil fuel requires two 
major considerations. One applied through the medium 
of the oil burner, 
boiler selected. The second or boiler design will be dis-

cussed later under the subject of boilers for use with oil 
fuel. 

To get range of operation in the burner requires first, 
automatic control of fuel through throttle valve on fuel 
oil line, and should be able to throttle from full capacity 
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down to approximately 40 per cent of the same, without 
danger' of being extinguished by the velocity of primary 
air supplied for atomization of fuel

YHILE the total air supply in burning oil fuel for a 
W given load condition is slightly greater than the re 
quirement for coal fuel, due to a higher percentage of 
hvdrogen in oil, the slight resistance in an oil furnace 
compared to that of fuel bed and grate with coal fuel, 


makes necessary only a small part of the draft necessary 

when using coal, .02 to .04 of an inch at the ashpit front 

should be adequate for most any operating condition 
Excess air or air in greater volume than necessary for 


proper combustion is more disastrous to efficiency with 


oil fuel than when coal is used, thereby making control of 
secondary air and its supply of major importance

secondary air to oil fuel makes it necessary to use care in 


The comparatively slight required to provide 


boiler and flame arrangement, as velocity of flame, and too 
restricted space for flame may baffle and entirely cut off 
the secondary supply of air, a condition which draft read 
ings would not necessarily disclose Also, too liberal 
space arrangement of furnace for given flame volume will 
tend to secondary air slippage, or secondary air not taken 
into the combustion account, resulting in a loss in boiler 
efficiency. 

Recognition of these basic principles, properly balanced 
and applied to a good design of boiler, will result in the 
maximum of the heating value available and simple safe 


operating conditions. 


ANALYZING VALUES 
What part of 


* faa is the value of the fuel dollar? ‘ 
it is available in heating work? What oil shall 


we use to assure the greatest dependability of supply and 


the minimum of heating cost? What is a good design of 
boiler for oil fuel? 

In answering the above questions in their order, we 
begin by analyzing the losses which always occur where 


fuel is used to heat buildings for human habitation.

BOILER DESIGN FOR OLL 


ANY earnest minds are questioning what is the best 
M kind of a boiler for burning oil fuel 
Because of the steady temperature normal to oil fuel 
fire, only a couple of years back many jumped at the con 
clusion that a miniature boiler with small water volume 
was the ideal combination Experience has brought about, 
however, a most astonishing reversal from such conclu 
sions. In power work where the load curve is reasonably 
flat, this applies quite well In heating work, however, as 
1 have set forth early in this discussion, load curves are 
seldom flat, and often range from the minimum to the 
maximum in a day’s operation, and many times they jump 
from the minimum to 300 per cent of normal in a few 
moments 


ASSISTING THE DIFFICULT FEATURES 

AM agreed that it is comparatively easy to talk an 
| ideal oil burner and boiler combination, yet I insist thar 
it is an attainable proposition. The most difficult feature 
of the whole problem, however, is to provide spread or 
range of capacity, which is always necessary in heating 
work, and particularly to attain low rates of operation. 
To illustrate. The great desirability of hot water heating 
systems is their ability to work efficiently down to the 
lowest heating need 

Therefore, it is not the uniformity of oil fuel temper 
ature tendency, but the factors that aid in adjusting it 
to range or spread in operation that must be our guide in 
the selection or design of a good oil boiler. 

As the volume of air for combustion with coal or oil 
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fuel does not vary greatly, cubical contents of fur: a 
need not vary greatly, and any furnace well adapted to th 
ise of bituminous coal, will lend itself efficiently t i 


Tubes may be smaller for oil than for bituminous il, 
if the risk of returning to bituminous coal as a fuel is re 


mote enough to justify. 

However, the spacing of tubes is important, if tubes ire 
placed too close to each other and congested in their ar- 
rangement and definite adequate water ways are not pro- 
vided for the circulation of water, inefficiency in heat 
absorption will result. Circulation and water volume are 
of tremendous importance in an oil fuel boiler. 


WATER VOLUME 
Y ATER volume is of major importance as it decreases 
W the ratio of heat transfer per unit of volume and 
load, and presents a storage capacity to receive the B. t. u 
generated in the furnace in excess of the current load de- 
mand 

In steam, vapor or hot water heating, water is the power 
transmission system, it collects the B. t. u. liberated 
through combustion of the fuel matter, holds them in sus- 
pension or transmits them to the place of use where it 
liberates them for our health and comfort returning and 
brings us more in a continuous manner and proportioned 
to our need. 

As one square foot of direct radiation at a temperature 
difference of 70 degrees gives off 240 B. t. u. per hour, to 

upply 1000 sq. ft. of direct radiation, we must evaporate 
ip proximately 30 gallons of water per hour to transport 
240,000 B. t. u. With hot water heating we must use a 
greater volume of water as the temperature of the water is 
less and the carrying capacity per unit of volume is 
smaller 

If a boiler contained a ratio of 30 gals. of water per 1000 
sq. ft. of capacity, an oil burner must generate heat at ex- 
actly the rate of consumption, for the generation of more 
heat than the rate required, there is no water available 
to receive it, and pressure will go up and the temperature 
of stack gases increase. 

If a boiler contains a ratio of 2 to 1 or 60 gals. of water 
per 1000 sq. ft. capacity, a small degree of flexibility or 
spread becomes available, and just heat storage capacity 
is obtained to keep us out of serious difficulty. 

If a boiler contains a ratio of 4 to 1 or 120 gals. of water 
per 1000 sq. ft. capacity, heat storage capacity is increased 
to three times the hourly rate required for use at a tem- 
perature difference of 10 degrees to 70, which puts spread 
or load range into the operation and reduces the ratio of 
heat absorption per unit of volume of water, adding ma- 
terially to the usefulness of oil firing by relieving the 
necessity of accurate adjustment of heat production to 
current load requirement. 

Also a proper water volume is the shock absorber to 
the oil burner, it smooths the road by employment of heat 
storage and does not require the burner to fluctuate and 
stagger under load shocks. It provides steady balance 
thereby reducing friction or quick change requirements 
A belt 4 inches wide runs longer, transmits more power 
and increases efficiency. Do not expect a belt 1 in. wide 
to do the work of one 4 in. wide.

While 
working at the homes, they are on the alert to make eg 
which will bring improved equipment into the home, but 
this sales effort is made while at work so that no owner 
pays for time spent in listening to a sales message A 
plan of commissions brings about this effective sales ef- 
fort and at the same time encourages better and faster 
work, as the commission on labor is less than on ma 
terials. 

His work for the local, state and national associations 
has given him ideas which have proved profitable in his 
own business. Mr. Longley pointed out how in North 
Carolina, his home state, the plumbing and heating con- 
tracts are distinct from the general contracts. A law has 
made this imperative on municipal work of $10,000 or 
more, and the architects and general contractors have 
appreciated the value of such an arrangement so that 
now nearly all work is handled in this way. 

He urged the adoption of the zone system in Arkansas, 
referring to New York as a state with an effective zoning 
plan. It helps the membership and gets results, he felt 
He told of this experience in traveling over the country 
and seeing fine shops which a few years ago were badly 
managed. He felt the Trade Extension Bureau deserved 
great credit for bringing about much of this improvement 

In choosing apprentices, he suggested the employment 
of young men with high school training who could be 
taught the opportunities of the business and the advan 
tages of association activities He referred to the Pitts- 
burgh school as an excellent example of how apprentices 


can be trained

states and from state to state. 
people having access to automobiles and 
spending a considerable portion of their time on the high- 
ways of the nation, the importance of maintaining sanitary 
conditions along these same highways becomes evident. 
Water supplies and sewage disposal facilities become up- 
permost in importance with fly protection, mosquito erad- 
ication and protection of food following. 

In order that the tourists may be assured of safe 
water and sanitary toilet facilities in the state of Delaware, 
various service stations have been selected at frequent in- 
tervals on the two main state highways. The owners have 
agreed to comply with the requirements of the state board 
of health and to co-operate with the inspection service 
which this department maintains. Toilets have been re 
modeled. As a matter of fact many service stations main- 
tain comfort stations the equal of those found in urban 
communities. Water supplies are uniformly satisfactory 
due to the ease of providing driven wells which almost in- 
variably produce a safe water. Master plumbers in various 
parts of the United States and Canada are now agitating 
for more public comfort stations, not only because it brings 
them business, but also because they understand their 
effect on public health. 

The public has been urged to use the facilities provided 
at these various service stations and particularly those 
service stations which have purchased the triangular signs 
shown in the accompanying illustration. These signs were 
designed by the department of health and through the 
courtesy of C. D. Buck, chief engineer of the state high- 
way department, were installed on the state highways by 
members of the highway department. The cost of the 
signs was borne by each individual service station or 
garage. 

The following regulations concerning the sanitation of 
tourists camps and filling stations were adopted by the 
state board of health of Delaware on April 2, 1925: 


SANITARY REGULATIONS OF TOURISTS CAMPS AND 
FILLING STATIONS 

~ VERY person, organization or municipality establish- 
kK ing or having control of a tourist camp or filling sta- 
tion which provides facilities for the public shall be pro- 
vided with an adequate water supply, toilet facilities and 
refuse disposal. 
Water Supply:—Each tourist camp or filling station 
hall have adequate supply of water of good sanitary qual- 
ity trom a source which will meet the requirements of the 
Delaware state board of health as to sanitary location, con- 
struction and operation. Water supply may be used from 
4 municipal system provided such a system has been in- 
stalled and is operated in such a manner as to meet with 
the requirements of this board. If a supply from an ap- 
broved municipal source is not available, a supply shall be 
biained from a well or spring or other source which must 
ve located, constructed, and operated in accordance with 
the requirements of this board for a safe water supply. 
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Common Drinking Cups Prohibited:~- Common drinking 


cups are prohibited for use at these places 

Disposal of Exereta: Fly-tight privies or water flush 
toilets with a system of sewage disposal approved by the 
state board of health shall be provided and shall be main 
tained in a clean and sanitary condition. Separate toilets 
for men and women shall be provided. One toilet seat for 
each twenty-five men and one for each twenty-five women 
This applies to tourist camps where the capacity of the 
camp equals or exceeds this amount. The location of all 
toilets shall be plainly indicated by signs. 

Disposal of Refuse:—-Supervision and equipment suffi 
cient to prevent littering the ground with rubbish, garbage 
or other refuse shall be provided and maintained. Fly-tig} 
depositories for such material shall be provided and con 
spicuously located. These depositorie hall not be pet 
mitted to become foul smelling or unsightly, or breeding 
places for flies. 

Camp Sites:—Every tourist camp must b 
site that is well drained and shall be located with regard 
to its healthfulness.

billet a hollow one is cast with a sand core that can be 
easily removed after solidification The result is a seam 
less tube or shell that is drawn in exactly the same way 
as a pierced billet to form a finished seamless tube.

the industry, drawing on his own broad experience to 


support his points He urged closer study of the plumb 
ers’ relationship with the public.

study more carefnolly their extensions of credit to their 


customers He suggested that contractors join local 
credit men’s associations, as he has found this brings 


about a large saving. He recommended plumbing con 
tractors joining with all others associated with the build- 
ing industry to form clubs where the broad problems of 
the entire building industry could be studied. In the same 
way, more frequent contact with the wholesalers and 
manufacturers helps in better appraising the problems of 
the industry.

SHOULD APPRENTICES’ LABOR BE PAID FOR AT 


JOURNEYMEN’S RATES ON COST PLUS CON- 
TRACT?—THIS QUESTION IS ANSWERED 
IN A MOST CAREFUL MANNER 


Editor ‘‘Domestic Engineering’: I figured that I had 


let a certain carpenter job at a specified price for certain 
ortions of the job, and the rest of the work on open con 
tract The court, however, found that all of the work 
was done under a contract to pay 90 cents an hour for all 


labor, and the material at cost plus 10 per cent The 
union seale for men past their apprenticeship was 75 cents 


an hour. 


The carpenter contractor placed two men on the job 
who were apprentices, one in his first year and the other 


in his second year, but charged their time at 90 cents 


an hour. The time charged is about 1,100 hours more 


than the appraisal shows necessary for men who are not 


apprentices. Can the contractor recover the time thus 


charged, or only what the appraisal calls for? 

Under this contract some of the labor time is charged 
at $1.50 an hour, called machine work. Can the con 
tractor charge extra for use of his machine under this 
contract? 

The lumber company grants to contractors a discount 
of 5 per cent for cash in 30 days on all materials. The 
contractor in this case got such discount. Is the con 
tractor or I under the agreement of cost plus 10 per cent 
entitled to this 5 per cent discount? Wisconsin 





I am somewhat at a loss to understand why, 


if your case has been decided by a court, the entire case 


Answer: 





was not decided and the amount due from you determined 
by the court. It might be, of course, that the court pro 
ceedings were in the nature of lien proceedings, or 
other equitable process, in which the determination of the 
details of amount due would be left to a later time. If 
the court has already decided the entire case my opinion 
will not be worth a great deal, as I have very few facts 
upon which to base an opinion and the court had all the 
facts. : 

If your question means that the court found that you 
were to pay 90 cents an hour for all labor, regardless of 
whether it was skilled or not, then it would make no dif- 
ference whether a laborer, apprentice or journeyman car- 
penter did the work. I must assume in the absence of fur- 
ther information that the court found that you were to 
pay 90 cents an hour for journeymen carpenters. In that 
case, if you can prove that apprentices worked instead of 
journeymen carpenters, you would not have to pay more 
than the amount which you would have had to pay if 
journeymen carpenters had done the work and had taken 
the usual number of hours for such work. 

Not knowing more details of your contract, I cannot 
say whether a charge of $1.50 an hour for machine work 
is a proper charge. Where a contract is no more definite 
than that 10 per cent is to be charged above cost of labor 
and materials, it is difficult to determine whether the 
contractor is to be paid for the use of his machines. If 
the charge of $1.50 in your case is for labor and the use 
of the machines, that is one thing; if it is a charge for the

not pay more than 90 cents an hour for machine work 
If your contract was that you were to pay “‘cost plus 10 
per cent for the work done,” then I should say that you 
might have to pay more than 90 cents an hour for the 
machine work, although the labor of the machine work 
item might be charged at 90 cents and the use of the ma 
chine for the balance. 

With regard to the 5 per cent discount, I should say 
that the contractor was entitled to the benefit of that If 
he had not taken the 5 per cent discount, it would un 
doubtedly be held that the cost of the lumber was what 
he paid for it. If he wishes to take a discount, by paying 
within 30 days, that is his business For instance, sup- 
pose that you had had a lot of materials given to you, 
or had purchased it months before on a rising market 
you would not feel that you should put that into a. con 
tract job, such as you have described, for nothing, if the 
pipe had been given to you, or at the lower price if prices 
had risen since you had bought it You would feel that 
you were entitled to the market price at the time the pipe 
was furnished In the same way, I believe that the car 
penter is entitled to call his cost the market price of lum- 
ber at the time he furnished it, and that the fact that 
he was in a position to take the 5 per cent discount should 
result to his advantage and not to yours.

Graphite may be used with good effect on cast iron, for 
owing to its fluidity it is difficult to handle in a molten 
condition. Graphite is used for what is termed “damming” 
or making a form so that the welding flux will be confined 
to a certain area. The same process is very often useful 
on steel and wrought iron.

on “Business in Which There Is a Profit,’’ as men 
ynned in last week’s issue In this address Mr. Herske 
iinted out that years ago, contractors obtained indus- 
ial work but that this has since been lost to them 
He asked the question of whether, like the old country 

ore, the contractors have been selling only what they 

e asked to sell. Industrial work is not sold merely on 
rice, The contractor can sell directly to the manufac- 
irer or owner On a quality basis, whereas in many other 
lines, dealing through a broker or general contractor, the 
juestion of price is paramount. 

During his connection with a manufacturing company 
he had been asked only once in nine years by a contractor 
to give him the industrial work in the plant. He felt that 
ome contractors might be carrying on their business as 
they did when journeymen, by being told where to go 
and what to do. 

The average industrial plant, Mr. Herske continued, is 
a group of misfits without competent engineering knowl- 
edge to see the best way of solving its maintenance prob 
lem, In industrial plants, the overhead on maintenance 
work runs from 100 to 200 per cent, against 15 to 25 per 
cent for contractors handling such work. He pointed out 
that in an industrial plant using labor at 70 cents an 
hour, 20 cents an hour should be added to the base as the 
cost to the manufacturer of the space occupied by that 
workman, this cost consisting in the investment and carry- 


, 


ing charges, such as taxes. In addition, 7 cents an hour

SALESMANSHIP” 

C. R. Lipman, sales counsellor and advertising special- 
ist, was the speaker of the day at the April 22 luncheon 
of the California Sanitation Development League, speak- 
ing on ‘“‘Modernized Salesmanship.”’
